GOVERNOR TANNER IS ILL. 


Executive Holds a Late Night Consul- 
tation with Lieutenant Gov-| 
ernor Northcott. 


Springfield, Ill., Feb. 1.—[{Special.]—Gov- 
ernor Tanner is a sick man, He is making 
preparations tonight to leave Springfield for 
the South. He came over to ‘the Leland 
about 10 o'clock, and it was a subject of gen- 
eral remark that his appearance proved con- 
clusively that he needed a change of climate 
and rest from the exertions of officia} life. 

It is known that he had an engagement 
with Lieutenant Governor Northcott for to- 
night at the hotel, and it is surmised that Le 
gave some final instructions to his successer, 
preparatory to taking an extended leave of 

absence from Illinois. 
_ The Governor has not recovered from the. 
attack of the grip he contracted on his last 
visit to Chicago, and’he has persisted; 
against the advice of his physicians and 
friends, in attending to his duties at the 
executive office. 
Tonight he had every appearance of a sick 
man. After a few minutes spent in the lob- 
by of the hotel with friends the Governor 
went to the room odcupied by Senator Berry 
and Speaker Sherman, where he remained 
for half an hour or more. Then he entered 
the quarters of the Lieutenant Governor, 
where he remaineg until after midnight. 

Senator Berry would not affirm that he 
had received a visit from the Governor, and, 
while he acknowledged the Governor was 
contemplating an early trip South, he would 
not give the probable destination nor any 
facts in connection with it, except that he 
would not loave Springfield tomorrow. 

Governor Tanner’s close*friends are ¢x- 
hibiting considerable concern in regard to 
his condition, and they are becoming urgent 
in their demands that he leave Springfield.

INTEREST ON THE DECLINE. 


Two important transactions yesterday, 
bearing on Chicago real estate, added their 
weight to the growfng evidence that the city 
is entering on a period of activity in realty 
and that property here stands as high &s 
any in the world in the opinion of foreign 


One of these transactions was the comple- 
tion of a loan of $140,000 of European money 
for ten years at 3% per cent. with prepay=- 
ment privileges, on the land under the 
Stewart Building, at the northwest corner 
of State and Washington streets. The rate 
is the lowest ever made in Chicago, consid- 
ering the prepayment clause. ‘ 

Another transaction of the day was thé 
purchase by the McCormick estate of the 
ground under the Journal Building, 160 ahd 
162 Washington street, for $370,000—a figure 
which is on a nasis of $9,250 a front fogt, or 
$51.38 a square foot. 

This purchase and the Stewart site loan, 
following close on the heels of the arrange- 
ment announced yesterday in THe TRIRUNE 
for the new Merchants’ Loan and Trust 
bank building, are regarded by realty menas 
proof of a better condition than has pre- 
vailed, | 

The Stewart loan was arranged by Sheldon 
& Sheldon for one of their European corre- 
spondents and replaces a loan for a Hke 
amount made in July, 1894, for five years at 
4% percent. The loan is on the ground and 
not on the building. 

The Stewart property has taken the lead 
in low interest rates, It carried the first 5 
per cent mortgage in Chicago with the pre- 
payment clause. This was replaced with the 
first 4% per cent mortgage in the city. It 
now keeps the lead with the first 3% per cent 
money with favorable privileges. Next to 
the mortgage given by the Northwestern 
University to the trustees of the John Ore 
_ Library on the Jené the 

and Savings Bank it is the first real estate 
| loan at 3% perf cent of any kind in. Chicago. 
The university loan is for fifty years straight 
bonds, with mo privilege of prepayment. 
That privilege ts regarded as being worth 
from one-fourth to one-balf of 1 per cent. 

The loan was made through Sidney Will- 
iams, with the Northern Trust company ag 
trustee for the Stewart heirs. They are: 
Mrs. Lorenzo M. Johnson of Mexico, Mrs. 
Sidney Williams of Chicago, Mrs. J. Au- 
gustus Johnson of New York, John C. Pat- 
terson, and Stewart Patterson. The loan is 
on the fee only, the nirety-nine-year lease 
of the ground to the Merrimac Building com-. 
pany being assigned as additional security. 
The ground and building are estimated to 
be worth $1,609,000. 

The privilege of paying not less than $16,- 
000 or more than $14,000 on any interest day 
by giving sixty days’ notice is carried in the 
mortgage, and, in case the property is sold, 
the buyer has the privilege of paying off the 
entire lear by giving six months’ notice and 
paying six months’ interest. 

The lot faces 91% feet in State street and 
95 feet in Washingtcn street to a ten-foot 
alley. The building upon it is a handsome 
mbddern structure ten stories high, erected at 
a cost of $650,000. It is well rented to high- 
class tenants. This lot was leased to the 
Merrimac company in 1893 for a varying 
rental. For the first three years it was §57,- 
000 a yéar; then it was $60,000 a year forthe 
next five years, then $65,000 for the next 
five years, ahd then $75,000 for the remainder 
of the term. The interest.of about $5,000 a 
year which the Stewart heirs will now pay 
on the new loan seems like a bagatelle com- 
pared with the ground rent received.

Compromise Street Railway 
Measure in the Senate at 
Springfield. 


GIVESCITIES MOREPOWER 


| Under Control of State 


BILL IS OFFERED BY BONNEY 


SPRINGFIELD BUREAU CHICAGO TRIBUNE, 
Springfield, Feb. 1. 


Senater Berry introduced still another 
street ilway bill in the Senate today. It 
is designed to take the place of the Dill 

nator Berry put in at the opening of the 
session ang went with it and the other 
measures treating of the same subject to 
the special committee named to consider 
street railway legislation. 

The original Berry bill was largely «a 
copy of the Civic federation bill sent by 
that body, and differed from it in that the 
Civie federation bill provided for a street 
railway commission, to be composed of the 
Mayor, the Commissioner of Public Works, 
and a third member, to be élected by the 
people. This commission was.to originate 
all street car ordinances, and the City Coun- 
cil could either adopt or reject them; but 
had no power to amend. | 

The life of franchises was put at twenty- 
five years, and the commission had a gen- 
eral supervision of street railway matters, 
with the right on a proper finding of the 
Circuit Court as to the income of the com- 
panies ta force a reduction of fares after a 
certain térm of years. 

The original Berry bill, however, substi- 
tuted the State Railway and Warehouse 
commission, which is- named by the Gov- 
ernor, for the Street Railway commission 
provided for in. the Civic federation bill, 


the way of fixing fares and other matters 
connected with the management of street 
railway companies. . BF 

The bill Senator Berry introduced today 
is a sort of compromise between the two 
measures. It does away with the clause 
giving the State Railway arid Warehouse 
commission authority over street railways 
and substitutes in {ts place, so fars as Chi- 
cago is concerned, a commission to be com- 
posed of the Mayor, one member to be 
named by the Governor, and a third one to 
be elected by the people. 

In all other cities in the State and in vil- 
lages the commission shall consist of the 
Mayor or President of the Village board, 
as the case may be, the City or Village 
Clerk, and the chairman of the rd of 
Supervisors or County Commissioners, 

In Chicago the member of the commission 
appointed by the Governor, who must be 
confirmed by the Senate, is to hold his office 
for four years, and the one élected by the 
people for six, and they are to be paid by 
the city not more than $5,000 or less than 
$1,000 a year. The Mayor, of course, holds 
during his term of office as Mayor. 

3 Thirty-Year Franchises. 

The bill also allows franchises of thirty 
years, instead of fifty as peoriied for in the 
Allen law, and contains the same provisions 
ads aré in it, the Civic federation bill, and 
the general incorporation act, requiring the 
consent of the owners of a majority of the 
frontage in the street in which the tracks 
are to be laid before a franchise can be 


granged. 

As in the original Berry and Civic federa- 
) tion bill, twenty days’ notice must be given 

by advertisement of the intention to ask for 
a franchise, either extension or original, 
and no extension franchise shall be granted 
until within two years of the time for the 
expiration of the original orginance. 

The new Berry bill also follows the Civic 
federation bill in that it provides,that al! 
ordinances must be drawn by and originate 
with the Street Railway commission before 
being submitted to the Council or Board of 
Village Trustees, but, unlike it, there is no 
provision denying the Council the right to 
amend the ordinance when presented, and 
under it. the Council could amend as well 
as pass or reject. : 
The new bill has, however, the clause con- 
tained in the Civic federation bill providing, 
in the case of extension ordinances, when, 
the franchise of one line belonging to a 
street railway system is extended those of 
all the lines belonging to the same system 
shall be extended at the same time, so that 
afterwards all the franchises of that sys- 
tem shall expire on the same date. 

This is all the provision in the bill re- 

garding municipal ownership, and init both 
-it and the Civic federation bill differ from the 
Busse: bill, which provides directly for the 
city assuming the ownership of street‘car 
lines after their‘eéxtension ordinances have 
expired. 
Fixes Rate of Fare. 
' The new Berry bill fixes the maximum 
tate of fare at five cents, and also providés 
for the sale of six tickets for 25 cents, 
twelve for 50 cents, and twenty-five for $1. 
Each one of these tickets shall entitle the 
holder to a continuous ride, and there isa 
further provision compelling the companies 
to give transfers so that a passenger paying 
one fare is entitled to a continuous ride the 
entire length of a railway system. 

The bill also provides for a system of book- 


ities to keep informed as to the earnings 
and other conditions of the road, the Civic 
federation bill being copied in this partic- 
ular, but there is nothing regarding the fix- 
ing of compensation to the city for the fran- 
chises granted more than the paragraph in 
the section defining the powers of the com- 


sion “‘shall negotiate with such railway 
company ahd fix the terms and conditions 
on which said company may bé constructed, 
maintained, and operated.” 

One featurs of the old Berry will is re- 
tained: in-giving the Railway and Ware- 
, house commission authority in enforcing the 
‘use of safety appliances and providing for 
crossings of steam railways. The bill con- 
‘tains an emergency clause.

The Rogers bill 
wilt be given a short shrift in the Judiciary 
committee, and there is little doubt of the 
enactment of the other. 

Under its provisions the State Board of 
Health, of pharmacy, and of dentistry, wi’! 
have final jurisdiction on the question of edu- 
cational mills_that grind out doctors, drug- 
gists, and dentists.

At midnight the High Street Theater and 
the Chittenden Hotel adjoifing it were 
threatened by a fire which has burned half ua 
block of buildings to the north. The six-story 
‘Dunlap Building and two of three narrow 
four-story buildings belonging to the E. O. 
Jones estate have been burned to the ground, 
and the third is a complete wreck, entailing 
a loss of something like $750,000, and bring- 
ing the fire to the alley on the south, across 
which is the High Street Theater. 

The front and rear walls of one of the féur- 
story buildings occupied by the Bright Mil- 
linery company fell outward simultaneous- 
ly, catching three firemen, Captain Jack 
Welch, truck 3, who was badly bruised; J. E. 
Donahue, engine 4, who had his ankle 
broken, and Samuel Kilbourne, engine 4, who 
was bruised in the back. 

The fire started in the Dunlap Building on 
High street, south of Chestnut, which 
was occupied by the Chicago Bankrupt . 
Clothing company, managed by T. H. 
Groove of Cleveland. 

All the efforts of the entire fire force were 
unable to check the burning of the Dunlap 
Bullding. The Bright Millinery Building 
to the south was partially burned, and its 
front and rear walls fell at the same time. 
In front High street was filled with people, 
but the débris caught only Captain Welch 
and Firemen Donahte and Kilbourne. In 
the rear half a dozen firemef were on a. 
fire escape across the alley, but all escaped.

FRIENDS OF THE PRISONER EXPECT 
ADVERSE DECISION. 


Most Ardent Supporters of the Theory 
the Former Officer Was Unjustly 
Condemned Now Admit They Have 
Little Hope That Justice Will Be 
Done—Predicted the Result Will Be 
Renewed Attacks Upon the Jews— 
Court Receives Insalting Letters. 


Paris, Feb. 1.—The most ardent supporters 
of the theory that Dreyfus was unjustly 
condemned now admit that there is no‘long- 
er the least hope that justice wilF be done. 

A prominent member of the University 
of Paris who, from the first, has been a 
militant champion of a revision of the trial, 
says: 

° Kor ninety-nine out of a hundred French- 
men, the guilt or innocence of Dreyfus is 
a matter of sentiment. All the reasoning 
in the world would not. induce them to 
change their attitude. There are millions 
of Frenchmen who will insist upon Dreyfus’ 
guilt in spite of any proof to the contrary. 

“A feature of the situation is that the 
attitude of this majority is dictated by mo- 
tives which they believe to be deserving of 
the highest respect. I admit that some of 
the Dreyfusards are much to blame for 
this. The best cause may be ruined by dis- 
reputable adherents, and there are men on 
the Dreyfus side of whom every patriotic 
Frenchman is the natural enemy.

CANNOT GOVERN THEMSELVES. 


Senator Teller Declares Filipinos Are 
Not Yet Able to Set Up an In- 
/ dependent Republic. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 1.—Senators Teller 
and Hoagwere the speakers in the executive 
session of the Senate today. Mr. Teller de- 
vored especial attention to the capabilities 
of the Filipinos for self-government. He 
contended that they had not yet reached 
the stage where they could be considered 
capable of taking care of themselves, and he 
based much of his argument’upon the inca- 
pace demonstrated by their leader, Aguin- 
aldo. 

Mr. Teller also referred to the general sit- 
uation in the Orient, enlarging upon the 
necessity for the United States to hold the 
footing which had been secured through 
what might almost be regarded as providen- 
tial means. 

Mr. Hoar devoted the greater part of his 
reply to a defense of Aguinaldo, whom ho 
compared to Simon Bolivar, the South Amer- 
ican patriot. 

During the course of his remarks Senator 
Hoar said that the argument had been ad- 
vanced that the United States should be near 
at hand to participate in the predicted parti- 
tion of China, and proceeded to say that this 
argument indicated a disposition to grasp 
even more territory than had yet been taken. 

This last remark brought Senator Davis 
to his feet. While his name had not been 
mentioned it was evident that Mr. Hoar al- 
luded to a remark of the Minnesota Senator. 
The latter said he had not advocated any 
participation by the United States in the 
process of dismemberment, but that he had 
only alluded to a probability and had said 
merely that the United States should be on 
hand to protect its own interests.

IN NEW ORLEANS 


Deneen and Schuettler Think 
They Have the Fugitive 
Bailiff Cornered. | 


HIS MAIL IS INTERCEPTED 


Crescent City Police Notified to 
Arrest Him When He Calls 
at. Postoffice. | 


SESSION OF THE GRAND JURY 


New Orleans, La., Feb. 1.—[{Special.J— 
Chief of Police Gaster has been notified by 
Captain Herman Schuettler of Chicago that 
James J. Lynch, the fugitive court bailiff 
indicted on a charge of jury bribing, prob- 
ably is here. His arrest is asked. Lynch 
is understood to be going under the name of 
George Sturtevant. Mail addressed to such 
a man here has been intercepted, forming 
the clew upon which the police are working. 
It is expected the man will be arrested at 
the postoffice when he calls for mail. 


State’s Attorney Deneen and Captain 
Schuettler waited patiently last night at the 
Criminal Court for news from New Orleans. 
The word they looked for did not come, and 
at 11 o'clock the lights were turned out and 
they went home, wondering whether the 
“tip” about Lynch being in New Orleans 
was what they hoped it to be. 


Mr. Deneen’s Opinion. 

“The ‘tip’ about: the much-wanted man 
being in New Orleans,’ said Mr. Deneen, 
**came from a source in which I was com- 
pelled to put a good deal of faith, although 
it was the fifta ‘tip’ in four days we had 
had that Lynch was located. We could not 
overlook the chance, and so followed out the 
information. I am still in great hope that 
we will ‘ get there.’ ”’ 

Captain Schuettler was puzzled over the 
quick return of the news that he was looking 
for Lynch in the South. His dispatch tothe 
New Orleans Chief of Police was received in 
that city at 7 o'clock last night, and at 8 
o'clock a telegram stating that Lynch was in 
New Orleans was in THE TRIBUNE office. 

The speed of the service was what made 
Mr. Deneen and Captain Schuettler suspic- 
ious that something was wrong somewhere; 
just what they did not know. They feared 
a leak, of which the fugitive might get the 
benefit. Orders to arrest Lynch act once 
were sent, when it was learned the news 
was out. 


Before Grand Jury. 

Evidence tending to implicate\another ex- 
bailiff in an alleged attempt to pervert 
justice im a civil action was laid before the 
grand jury when John Coleman, an em- 
ployé of Siegel, Cooper & Co., testified that 
**Ed’’ Roth had tried to induce him to give 
false testimony in a case against the West 
Chicago Street Raliroad company. 

Roth, who formerly lived at 46°Cass street 
and is said to be now in New Orleans, has 
‘not been bailiff since the administration of 
Sheriff Gilbert, but the crime with which he 
is charged is said to have been committed 
last October. 

According to Coleman, Roth tried to in- 
fluence him and Charles Bayless, the latter 
living in the Dubuque Flat Building in North 
State street, to give bogus testimony in the 
case of a West Side woman against the 
street railway company. Coleman said Roth 
came to him and Bayless and proposed that 
the three and two others should go to the 
‘house of the plaintiff and tell her they were 
on the car when she received her injuries, 
and offer to testify in her behalf. Later they 
were to declare the woman had offered them 
money to testify for her, and thus defeat 
her cause. Another proposition made to 
them, Coleman said, was that they should 
go into the case pretending they were to 
testify for the woman, and, when finally 
put on the stand, turn against her. 

It. was reported around the State’s Attor- 
ney’s office that policemen were searching 
for James J. Murphy, formerly a bailiff in 
Judge Goggin’s court, and who is said to be 
missing. This was denied by Mr. Deneen.

ALD. WANTS “GRANDMA ” 
HICKEY’S PLAINT INVESTIGATED. 


Venerable Matron Who Aided Dr. Ship- 


man in Establishing the Chicago 
Foundlings’ Home Many Years Ago 
Accuses Police of Detaining Her at 
the Thirty-fifth Street Station and 


Refusing to Allow Her to Commuauni-. 


cate with Her Friends. 


Alderman Joseph Badenoch today wil! call 
,upon Mayor Harrison and register a com-. 
laint against the police of the Thirty-fifth 
treet Station regarding their alleged un- 
kind treatment of Mrs. Laura E. Hickey, 
better known as “Grandma” Hickey, who 
for years has been a familiar figure in Chi- 
cago. It is said Mrs. Hickey, whose misfor- 
tune was she became lost, was placed ina 
cell and not permitted to go to her friends, 
as she requested. The police of the Thirty- 
fifth Street Station indignantly deny that 
She was treated in an inhumane manner. 
They declare they took charge of her when 
ghe was found wandering in the streets, and 
if they had allowed her to have her own 
way she would have been frozen to death. 
They say she was given into their hands 
for safe keeping, and it was their duty to 
look after her until her friends could be 
notified. This was done immediately. 

‘*‘Grandma’”’ Hickey is 88 years old and 
known to hundreds of families of Chicago. 
In her early life she was a woman of remark- 
able energy, and with Dr. Shipman she 
helped to establish the Chicago Foundling’s 
Home. For years she collected money for 
the support of the home, and the testimonial 
is paid to her that her life has been one of 
self-sacrifice. If she got a dollar into her 
possession it was her first thought to give 
it away to some deserving person in extrem- 
ity. Consequently she has been a favored 
character with many wealthy families. 

She has been in the habit of visiting her. 
friends unexpectedly. These friend 
numerous and extend from Evanston to 
South Chicago and to Cicero on the West. 
“Grandma” always was received with open 
arms and invited to stay as long as she 
liked. She never outstaid her welcome, 
however, it is said.. She might remain for 
a couple of days and would then pass on. 
She was liked by all and humored in all the 
eccentricities of her old age. 


Found Dazed in the Street. 


For several years Mrs. Hickey has been 
making her home with her niece, Mrs. T. 8. 
Hudson of 225 Harding avenue. On Christ- 
mas day she left home on one of her tours 
about the city, and on last’ Friday she ar- 
rived at the home of Alderman Badenoch, 
7156 Harvard avenue. Mrs. Badenoch was 
pleased to see her, and kept her there until 
Saturday noon. Then Mrs. Hickey an- 
-nounced that she would visit friends in 
Grand Crossing. Mrs.’Badenoch offered the 
use of her carriage to take Mrs. Hickey to 
Grand Crossing, but the aged woman insisted 
that the cars ran to the door of the house she 
wished to visit. Mrs. Badenoch then sent a 
son to escort her to the car. 

Mrs. Hickey went to Grand Crossing, ‘and 
the next heard of, her was on Monday after- 
noon, when she was picked up by the police 
of the Stanton Avenue Station. She was 
wandering about the streets half dazed, and 
m policeman took her into the Old People’s 
Home, Thirty-ninth street and Indiana ave- 
nue. She declared she would not stay.there, 
as she had friends, but she was unable to re- 
member the addresses of her relatives. The 
policeman called the wagon and took her to 
the Thirty-fifth Street Station. It was bit- 
terly cold, but shé was wrapped in two 
blankets, and otherwise given every protec- 
tion possible from the weather.

Immediately follow- 
ing the body were four men, two of whom

He was not positive the third defendant, 
Michael Sullivan, was one of the four. 

These men, he said, kicked the prostrate 
form and stamped on it as it lay at the 
head of the stairway.

Americans will be pleased to accept at 
their face-valde the protestations of inter- 
national friendship made by Dr. Theodore 
von Holleben, the German Ambassador at 
Washington.

He 
tries to explain away the presence of Ad- 
mhiral Diedrichs in the archipelago by say- 
ing that Germany did not expect Spain 
would be able to cope with the Philippine 
insurgents, so a large squadron was needed 
to protect German, Austrian, Swiss, and 
Portuguese interests in the islands. “ We 
were prepared to cope with-a state of an- 
archy,” he explains. Would he not have 
‘been more accurate if he had said: “ We 
were hoping to cope with a state of an- 
archy?’

Oni’this point the Ambassador’s statement 
must be taken as diplomiatic rather than 
strictly accurate. As Germany’s attitude 
has throughout been technically one of 
friendliness,-and-as its present attitude is 
one of genuine good will, there is no need 
to split hairs about the past. Nevertheless, 
it may as well be acknowledged that Ger- 
‘many did wish for one or more of the Philip 
pine Islands at the outbreak of the war, 
hoping to get a foothold there because of the 
chaotic conditions expected to follow the 
‘downfall of Spainin the archipelago. If we 
should withdraw from the Philippines today 
the same hope would quickly revive in the 
shape of a German fleet in Manila harbor. 
This is nothing for which to blame Ger- 
many, and it in no wise discounts Dr. von 
Holleben’s official statement of friendship.

IMPROVING THE RIVER. : 
There is at this moment an urgent de- 
mand for the improvement of the -Chi- 
cago River. There is a belief, which is 
by no means confined to men who are 
engaged directly in lake commerce, that 
the future prosperity of the city depends | 
largely on its ability to a®commodate.in 
the Chicago River vessels as.large as those 
which enter other lake ports. But before 
Chicago ‘can be put on an equal footing 
with other ports the three tunnels which 
are controlled,by the traction companies 
must be lowered. Of those tunnels two. 
belong to the city, but their use has been: 
granted to traction companies for a termh 
of years. The other-was built by one of 
those companies and is its property. 
As a matter of fact, all those tunnels 
are an obstruction to navigation—those at 
Washington and La Salle streets to a 
marked extent. They are not, however, 
obstructions in a legal sense. Nothing is 
which does not interfere with vessels draw- 
‘ing sixteen feet of water or less, The 
War department, when it gave its consent 
to the building of the ) 
tunnel, simply stipulated that it should not 
interfere with navigation on a basis of a 
depth of sixteen féet.

Boox Crop mary number, giving the 
FOR 1898. list of new books that a 
peared in the United States 
during 1898. As this list comes closer to 
being officially accurate than any other its 
totals are worthy of notice. It shows the 
total number of new books for the year to 
have been 4,886, a decrease of 42 as com- 
pared with 1897, and the smallest number 
since 1894. These figures include new edi- 
tions of old works, as well as foreign wo 
imported for sale in this country. Fiction 
naturally leads the list, the number of ne 
novels being 724; new law books, 417; re- 
ligious books, 406; educational works, 4 
juveniles, 356. It is a striking fact that we 
still get most of our fiction from Bftgtand, 
The novels of the year, including republished 
éditions, numbered 905, and only 358 of these 
were of American origin. In all thé other 
limes that have been named, including ju- 
venile, the books are chiefly American, In 
other words, our adult fiction readers get 
the bulk of their reading from foreign 
sources, while our boys and girls are pet- 
force more patriotic. Unfortunately the 
Publishers’ Weekly is compelled to put a 
‘low estimate upon the juvenile fiction of the 
year. It remarks that scarcely a book'in 
this field possesses a lasting quality. But 
really notable books of any kind by Ameri- 
can authors were unusually rare in 1898, and 
the total number of American books would 
have fallen far short of the usual figurés— 
if it had not been for the large output of crude 
war volumes toward the end of the year.

The bill for the reorganization and 
crease of the regular army which the Hous 
passed day before yesterday ought to hav; 
been reasonably satisfactory to the Demo 
crats, even though they do pretend-to fea 
that the liberties of this country will bi 
‘gubverted by a “ standing army ” compose 
of American citizens and depending for it:

The House bill was modified after it wa 
reported by the committee so as to fix th 
minimum strength of the army at 50, 
men, or about double what it was prior t 
the recent war. The maximum strength i 
fixed at 100,000 men. If the Presiden 
deems that that number of men or an 
number greater than 50,000 is required h 
is authorized to act accordingly. That i 
a discretion which the President will no 
abnse. If he is convinced that 100,000 m 
are nécessary he will have no difficulty i 
satisfying Congress and the people that h 
has made no mistake. He will not spen 
money unnecessarily by employing too man 
men, His inclination will be to cut do 
expenses as much as possible. 

! The bill was modified by striking out the 
provision for a Lieutenant General, and 
also by reducing the number of officers pro- 
vided for, notably in the medical and en- 
gineering corps. It is not unlikely that too 
much cutting down has been done there 
As regards the Lieutenant Generalship, 
there was a concurrence of opinion among 
Republicans and Democrats that it was not, 
‘necessary to create that office until some- 
-body had rendered such signal services az 
to entitle him to it. 

» “The House made a mistake when it re- 
jected Congressman McClellan’s amend- 
ment for the creation of a general staff. 
The present army organization is radically 
defective.

PObstructionists of the Senate Held Up 
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Largest Gun in the World Will Defend 
Our Coast. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 30.—The work of 
constructing a plant designed expressly for 
the assembling of the parts of the big new 
sixteen-inch army coast defense gun is prac- 
tically finished. The new plant has been in- 
stalled in connection with the shops of the 
United States arsenal at Watervliet. It was 
- found necessary to build the new works, ow- 
ing to the inability of the standard equip- 
ment to handle the enormous forgings of the 
126-ton gun, 
The new sixteen-inch gun of the United 
States, it must be known, will be, when fin- 
ished, the largest piece of ordnance in the 
world. It will not only be longer, but weigh 
more than the great Krupp gun which was 
on exhibition at the World’s Fair. So far all 
the forgings for the new sixteen-inch gun 
have been delivered, and the work is well ad- 
vanced on the ass¢mbling and finishing. 
An oil furnace in which coal oil is used is 
one of the features of the new sixteen-inch 
gun plant. The oil furnace was designed not 
only for assembling work in connection with 
the sixteen-inch gun, but for general] shrink- 
ing work required in the manufacture of 
cannon. The new oil furnace was erected 
after careful experiments had been made 
with a small model furnace. A great quan- 
tity of new machinery has been built de- 
signed solely for use in the assembling of the 
sixteen-inch gun parts. In the opinion of the 
ordnance officials the new weapon will be 
ready for its trial firing by October of the 
present year. 
The type of projectile designed for use in 
the sixteen-inch gun will weigh nearly 2,300 
pounds. It hasbeen calculated by a well- 
known ordhance éxpert that the strikin 
energy of the shot at point blank range wi 
equal the striking force of a 6,000-ton ship 
mete 4 moving at a speed of sixteen knots per 
our.

He was raised to the post.of Procurateur 
General of the Republic when some bold 
man was needed to go beyond the law in 
the prosecution and the destruction of Gen-

Traverse City, Mich., Feb. 1.—[Special.]— 
The manner in which Roscoe L. Corbett, 
Circuit Judge of the Thirteenth Circuit, was 
shot and killed on Sunday, Nov. 6, 1898, re- 
mains as much of a mystery as before. He 
was witha hunting party near Ozart, upper 
peninsula. He and his son Charles, aged 
17, were walking in a woods road near camp 
when Judge Corbett fell, shot through the 
body. He was carried to camp and died 
before morning. The report was circulated 
persistently from the camp that the son did 
the shooting by accident. 

Citizens here were not satisfied and a com- 
mittee was appointed to investigate. This 
committee has just reported that they be- 
lieve that death was caused by design and 
not by accident, but clear the son of all 
blame; that the shooting was willful and 
premeditated; that the shot was a thirty- 
eight or forty caliber ball; that the gun was 
fired only a short distance away; that 
Charles carried a shotgun that was not 
loaded; that the Judge carried a 30-30 Win- 
chester rifle, which “was found to be loaded 
after he fell; that the locality where the 
shooting occurred was surrounded on all 
sides by a dense thicket and timber growth, 
rendering it impossible for a bullet to trav- 
erse or pass through; and that to the north- 
west, or the direction whence the ball must 
have come, the thicket was dense up to with- 
in four or five rods. 

Repeated requests have been made of par- 
ties in camp at the time of shooting to make 
written statements of facts they may pos- 
sess relating to the case, which they have 
refused to do.

COMMISSIONERS’ 


Action en on Petition of President 
_ Josiah Lombard of the Civic Fed- 
eration on the Ground That the Re- 
cent Vote for an Increase Was Ille- 
gal—All the Members Except Irwin 
and Mack Hurriecdly Draw -Their 
Pay Before Court Order Is Issued. 


On the request of the Civic federation, 
preferred by its President, Josiah L. Lom- 
temnporary injunction against County 
‘Treasurer Samuel B. 
Clerk Phitip Knopf, and James C. Irwin, 
President of the County ..Board, to restrain 
them from paying any part of the $1,000a 
year each increase of salary voted to them- 
selves by the County Commissioners. 

Action was taken by the federation un- 
der article y., section 23, constitution of 
1870, which says that. officers designated 
therein ‘‘ shall receive for their services a 
salary to be established by law, which shall 
not be increased or diminished during their 
official terms.”” President Lombard, Sec- 
retary Easley, and ex-Attorney General 
Hunt called at the County Treasurer's of- 
fice about noon to ascertain whether the 
commissioners had drawn their January 
pay and to give verbal notige that the in- 
junction would be applied for. At that 
time some of the members had presented 
their orders and drawnthecash. News of 
what was going on soon spread and the 
commissioners who had not drawn their 
last month’s stipend proceeded without 
| further delay to draw it. 

After setting forth the action of the board 
in reising the salaries of its President and 
members $1,000 a year each, the fact that 
the action was vetoed by President Irwin, 
then passed over his head, the petition 
charges that the increase is illegal ‘‘ and 
that any such payment will bea wrong upon 
and a violation of the rights of your orator, 
as well as of all other taxpayers in the said 
County of Cook.”’ 

County Attorney Iles said: ‘‘ The Supreme 
Court has decided that the commissioners 
have a right to fix their own salaries, but 
at what time it shall be done is not stated.”’ 

Commissioner Wright said the members 
were only fixing their salaries, not raising 
them, and that they considered it their duty 
under a’ decision of the Supreme Court to 
do so. 

R. M. Easley, Secretary of the federation, 
said:.“ The fact that the commissioners 
have drawn their January salary will not 
affect our case in the least, as the argu- 
ments we make will apply with equal force 
to their February pay.”’ 

This is not the first attempt the County 
board has made to raise the salary of its 
members. In 1874 the commissioners were 
allowed $5 a day and mileage. They figured 
that they worked every day in the year 
and drew about $1,600. Next the rate was 
fixed at $1,500 a year. Afterwards the fig- 
ures were raised to $1,800, and later to $2,000.

TROLLEY CARS INVADE EGYPT. 


Pittsburg Firm Contracts to Supply 
Equipment for an Electric 
- Line in Cairo. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Feb. 1.—Trolley cars of 
Pittsburg are to invade the land of the Phar- 
aohs. Negotiations have just been closed 
by the Westinghouse Electric and Manufac- 
‘turing company for the equipment of four- 
teen cars of the ordinary trolley type for 
use in the City of Cairo. 

This line will be the first in the country, 
but it is proposed to build another line to the 
pyramids as soon as the natives become ac- 
customed to the operation of the cars, and 
later to connect Alexandria and Cairo by 
trolley. 

This is the second important order received 
in Pittsburg within a week for Egyptian im- 
provements. The Schoen Pressed Steel com- 
pany is to build 400 steel cars for the Sou- 
dan railway.

VERNON BURKE TESTIFIES. 


Makes Damaging Statements Against 
Judge Dellenbaugh in Cleveland 
Disbarment Trial. 


Cleveland, 0O.,. Feb. 1.—[Special.]—The 
leading witness in the disbarment proceed- 
ings against Judge Dellenbaugh today was 
his enemy, Senator Vernon H. Burke. 

When Burke was called to the witness 
stand by the presecution his attorney inter- 
posed an objection, and made a strong plea 
to keep his client out of the case. His ef- 
forts were in vain, and Burke, under protest, 
told the story of his transactions with Judge 
Dellenbaugh, which. finally led to the action 
of the Bar association against both lawyers. 

Mr. Burke told the story of the levy made 
on ‘*‘ Jane Doe” for’$10,000; of how it was 
distributed between himself, Dellenbaugh, 
the detectives, and Mrs. Manning. He told 
of the frankness of “Jane Doe”’ in her 
declaration that $10,000 was every cent she 
could raise to head off an action against her 
for the alienation of the affections of Mrs. 
Manning’s husband; of her exclamation’ 
**O, I might have known this was coming.”’ 

Burke then told the story of the Manning 
divorce decree, declaring he was secretly 
summoned by Judge Dellenbaugh late one 
afternoon to the Equity Court. He there met 
Dellenbaugh, Mrs. Manning, and Miss Kent. 
All went irfto the juryroom, and the decree of 
divorce was entered. The proceeding was 
uncontested, and the entry was made on the 
wrapper of the,petition by Dellenbaugh.

OUT OF CREDITORS’ REACH. 
Features of the San Jose (Cal.) Bank 
Failure Excite Adverse Com- 
ment. 


San José, Cal., Feb. 1.—The failure of the 
Union Savings Bank is alleged to’be due to 
large advances made to E. B. Howard, a 
large fruit broker and the agent of Armour 
& Co. The amount of Howard's indebted- 
ness is said to be over $100,000, and it Is only 
partially secured by fruit warehouse re- 
ceipts. 

Circumstances connected with the failure 
have aroused adverse comment, principally 
the recording of a mortgage yesterday con- 
veying the bank building and property to 
Mrs. Myra E. Wright. It is alleged that the 
consideration was $60,000. On the first of 
last month the bank furnished a statement 
to the Bank Commissioner, in which ft put 
the value of the bank building at $095,000, 
The deed to the building was dated June 15, 
1898. | 

Further confusion was caused by the 
action of the Union Trust company and the 
Nevada Bank of San Francisco, whose 
agents filed with the County Recorder as- 
signments on the the bank amounting to $74,- 
000, making $134,000 cf the bank’s assets 
which had been transferred in the past and 
recorded on the day of the failure.

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


Gossip of the coming meeting of the Western 
Insurance union at St. Louis next week indicates 
the inner’ circle of managers do not propose to 
allow the organization to be disrupted, and will 
resort to drastic measures with the so-called ob- 
structionists if necessary to continue the organiza- 
tion. There is considerable suggestion of some- 
thing new in the way of separation, and, it is said, 
some sort of a plan will be presented to the or- 
ganization. Various methods for separating the 
union and non-union companies have been sub- 
mitted to the organization, but none so far has 
proved to be feasibie. Changes of importance 
will be made in the rules governing the body, and 
it is said they will be in the nature of strengthen- 
ing the union. The articles of agreement just 
adopted by the New York Insurance Exchange 
are favorably regarded by a number of managers, 
and it is said that some of the provisions which 
distinguished the Eastern agreement will find 
their way into the union rules.

MRS. ARTHUR LEP REFUTES SILLY 
STORY OF NAVAL HERO. 


Pronounces False and Unfounded the 
Report That He Intrusted Her with 
a Request to President McKinley 


for His Promotion to the Rank of 
Admiral—She and Her Husband 
r Guests of the Commander of Asiatic 


Fleet Last December. 


. and Mrs. Arthur Lee of Richmond, 
va. who were the guests of Admiral Dewey 
on his*filagship, the Olympia, for a week in 
the early part of December, were at the 
Auditorium Annex yesterday. Mrs. Lee is 
the daughter of ex‘Senator Davis of West 
Virginia, and the report was current a short 
time ago that she was the bearer of a mes- 
sage from Rear Admiral Dewey to Presi- 
dent McKinley, urging of state reasons that 

be appointed Admiral. 
pronounced the story to be ab- 
surd and without the slightest foundation. 
She was at a loss at first to understand how 
it could have originated, but afterwards 
said it must have started from a personal 
letter which she wrote to a friend in this 
country, in which she expressed the opin- 
ion that Rear Admiral Dewey should be pro- 
moted to the position of Admiral, both out 
of regard for the best interests of the Amer- 
ican occupation as well as for the purpose of 
removing what was a source of much humil- 
jation to him because of his being outranked 
by the Admirals of other navies. Because 
of this fact and because of the duties im- 
posed by naval international etiquette, Ad- 
miral Dewey was made to appear in the 
light of an inferior as compared with Ad- 
miral Dietrich of the German navy or the 
Admirals of other countries whenever they 
should visit Manila. 


Dewey and State Secrets. 

While Mr. and Mrs. Lee talked rather 
freely regarding general subjects in connec- 
tion with the Philippines, they were averse 
to the discussion ‘of anything concerning 
their visit on the Olympia, although they 
did not hesitate to say that Admiral Dewey 
did not confide to them any state secrets; 
and furthermore they were of the opinion 
that he did not confide in anybody save the 
proper authorities. They did say, however, 
that he was not apprehensive of any serious 
trouble with the natives, and gave the im- 
pression that he was in favor of this country 
retaining the Philippines. They said he had 
a high regard for the ‘intelligence and in- 
dustry of the Filipinos and believed they 
would develop under proper conditions into 
progressive thrifty community. .He 
was greatly pleased at the skill and energy 
they displayed in the work of floating the 
Isle de Cuba, one of the ships sunk by the 
Admiral. 

The hostility of the native Filipinos toward 
the Americans, they said, was due in great 
part to the machinations of the Spanish 
priests and monks, who see in American 
occupation and control of the Philippines an 
end to the extortions and oppressions which 
they have practiced for ages against the 
natives. The Filipinos, they said, have been 
told by these monks that the Americans 
have made the most abject and miserable 
slaves of the Indians, and that it will be but 
a short time after they are in possession 
before they will repeat the same tactics to- 
ward the Filipinos. Pamphlets containing 
pictures of troops of American cavalry 
charging into and slashing with swords a 
defenseless and wretched looking horde of 
what are supposed to be Indians are freely 
distributed among the Filipinos. These 
stories have been corroborated by the Fili- 
pino leaders to further their own selfish ends, 
and as the natives have had practically no 
other sources of acquiring information they 
have come to accept this estimate of the 
Americans,

of the American officers and other intelligent 
people at Manila that when the natives come 
to a better understanding of the Americans 
the present prejudice will disappear and the 
natives will become @arnest supporters of 
American rule. They say it is idle to talk 
of the Filipinos being able to maintain a 
government of their own; that outside of 
their leaders they are exceedingly ignorant 
and would be the tools of selfish and un- 
scrupulous leaders, who would soon plunge 
the islands into a state of anarchy through 
their struggles for leadership. 


Praise for Senator-Elect Quarles. 
Congressman W. H. Babcock of Wisconsin, 
who was one of the candidates for the Sena- 
torial seat which fell to Mr. Quarles, passed 
through the city yesterday on his return to 
Washington. He said Mr. Quarles was an 
able and clean man, and undoubtedly would 
fill the position to which he had been called 
with honor to himself and State. 
Ex-Governor George W. Peck of Wiscon- 
sin, chairman of the Democratic State Cen- 
tral committee, who was at the Auditorium, 
paid a handsome compliment to the new 
Senator-elect.
